Last week somebody 
who sounded a lot like a schoolboy 
called in bomb threats to three city 
schools. 

On Thursday, at 1:15 p.m., Nixon 
School got the first call. Three 
minutes later, the caller called back 
to repeat himself. Maybe he had lost 
his place. 

Fifteen minutes later, a threat was 
phoned in to Rose Drive School. 
Principal Janet MacLean called a 
fire drill, and the Yorba Linda Fire 
Department responded. 

Then on Friday, shortly before 
12:30 p.m., a threat was received at 
Yorba Linda Junior High School. 

No bombs were found at any of the 
schools. 

Police are examing a list of 
absentee students.

Facing a May 27 revenue increase 
election, trustees of the Yorba Linda 
Elementary School Board released a 
statement early this week on reasons 
for the proposed tax hike. 

The revenue limit increase, as 
proposed, would raise the tax rate 
from $2.37 for each $100 of assessed 
property valuation to $3.24, an 
increase of 87 cents. 

According to the board’s state- 
ment the added revenue would 
permit the board to maintain a basic 
program for all students and place 
Yorba Linda’s program at average 
when compared to programs in 
Orange County's other 14 elemen- 
tary school districts. The hike would 
increase annual per pupil expendi- 
ture from approximately $894 to 


$1,033. As it now stands, Yorba 
Linda’s per pupil expenditure is far 
below county average. Compared 
with 14 other elementary schooi 
districts in Orange County, Yorba 
Linda’s per pupil expenditure ranks 
second to the bottom on the list. 
Under present State finance laws, 
Yorba Linda is scheduled to receive 
approximately six per cent in 
additional State and local dollars to 
operate its schools for the 1975-1976 
school year. In the face of double 
digit inflation, the projected 
increase will not meet expenditure 
requirements for a basic program. 
The issue is further clouded by the 
fact that even if Yorba Linda's tax 
rate were‘at the county average, the 
average per pupil income would still 


be below average. *‘ Yorba Linda isa 
bedroom community with _ little 
commercial and manufacturing 
property, therefore, the assessed 
valuation behind each child is only 
$17,070, while the average assessed 
valuation behind each child in 
Orange County Elementary Districts 
is $22,717."’ the board noted. 

If the election fails, general 
budget cuts would have to be made 
in existing programs. Areas affected 
include: 

--Transportation. 

--Loss of curriculum — services 
(library supplies, texts and learning 
materials.) 

--An increase of class size from 30 
to 35 pupils. 

--Elimination of all new equip-

y Law Suit Threatened 


Survey Error Triggers 


A 33 year old error in a county 
record of survey set the stage this 
week for a heated boundary dispute 
between a Yorba Linda businessman 
and the County of Orange. 

Most of the ‘‘heat’’ in the dispute 
is being generated by John 
Brewster, owner and manager of 
Brewster's Automotive, “on Main 
Street in Yorba Linda. Irate because 
of recent changes to his property 
lines, Brewster is threatening to sue 
the county. 

Brewster contends that a county 


resurveying job in the Carlton tract 
on the northeast end of Yorba Linda 
has caused him _ considerable 
hardship. 

According to Bob Wise of the 
county surveyors office, the 
resurvey of the area was made to 
correct an error that dates back to 
1942. The resurvey job, said the 
county official, has been going on for 
the past nine months, and the error 
in question was discovered a year 
ago. - 

For the most part, hardship on the 


attempt to account mathematically 
for accelerating motion or gravity.

Others were 
Roy Pritchard and Fred Earll, father 
of present chief Keith Earll. Stub 
Wilsey was the first fire chief. 

Clodt had come to town in 1927, 
right after getting married. Born in 
South Dakota, he had come with his 
parents to Anaheim in 1914, where 
he had lived before his marriage. 

‘“‘When we came to Anaheim, 
there were more horses than 
automobiles. There were _ still 
hitching posts along the main street, 
which is called Lincoln now but was 
Center Street then.” 

And Yorba Linda? ‘‘A beautiful 
place,"" he says, grinning. Fred 
Clodt grins easily and frequently.

he doesn't think he needs to talk to 
the taxpayers who put him in office. | 
just think that as a taxpayer, I'm 
entitled to talk to him, especially on 
something that involves as many 
people as this does,’’ Brewster said, 
“It's time that government was for 
the people, by the people, not for the 
bureaucrats by the bureaucrats." 


‘If they don't settle this property 
soon, they're going to have a 
multi-million dolar law suit on thier 
hands,”’ he warned. 

Brewster has two suggestions for 
“settling it.” 


First, the county could put the 
property lines back to where they 
were in 1942. Or, they could 
‘‘absorb"’ the error into county lands 
by allowing the 60 foot streets in the 
area to take up the discrepancy. The 
streets would then be slightly 
reduced in width, 
owners could leave their boundaries 
as they have been since the 1942 
general survey. 


According to Diedrich’s adminis- 
trative assistant, Ray Rhoads,

Rhoads said that the error 
surfaced about a year ago as a result 
of a boundary study for a proposed 
tract on the northeast corner of the 
Carlton tract. County surveyors, 
called out to check boundaries on the 
property, found a discrepancy in the 
1942 record of survey. According to 
Rhoads, the original general survey 
back in 1880 was correct. Once the 
error was found--the county is 
required by law to correct 
it--although no time frame for the 
resurvey is mandaied. Thus the 
recent resurveyal and Brewster's 
problem. 

‘*He wants us to forget that error, 
but we can't do that--the law 
requires correction,’’ Rhoads said. 

Rhoads also said that the idea of 
having county streets absorb the 
error would be ‘‘impractical if not 
impossible."’ 

Rhoads explained that such a 
course of action would require the 
consent of all the owners in the 
affected area--and there are Carlton 
owners scattered all over the 
country. The early history of the 
Carlton townsite was as confusing as 
it was colorful. Lots were sold to 
1890 buyers in a ‘‘package deal" 
along with a set of encyclopedias. 
The much advertised townsite then 
floundered due to lack of water. 

‘‘Many a realtor has gone out of 
his mind trying to get all the owners 
together on something,’’ Rhoads 
stated. 

Other major property owners in 
the area include Fullerton Union 
High School District, Hurless 
Barton, Solesbee, and Harold Van 
Patton. 

Barton, owner of the site on which 
B and B Chevrolet is located, 
commented that county changes 
don’t amount to too much,"’ but 
added, *‘I don’t see how they can 
penalize everyone. It's going to cost 
everyone a lot of money. 

Brewster credits the city of Yorba

Things were different in those 
days. Members of the fire 
department had to raise their own 
funds for insurance and equipment. 
That's the way their first 
‘resuscitator was bought. 

They also built a lot of their 
équipment, turning automobiles 
and trucks into fire wagons. 

‘The volunteers bought an old 
Studebaker touring car. They built 
that up into a fire truck. They put a 
pump on it and a hose and one thing 
and another. We used that for some 
time. » 

The first fire station in town was a 
metal shed across from the bell 
tower, ‘located where the Texaco 
station stands in the triangle formed 
by Imperial Highway, Yorba Linda 
Boulevard and Main. Later it was 
moved to the corner of Valencia and 
Lemon, where a new fire station was 
built in 1947. 


And the years passed. Fred Earl 
became fire chief, and later Clodt's 
turn came. In all, he served some 18 
years as either chief or assistant 
chief. 

And the passing years brought 
changes. Eventually the county 
began paying the department's bills 


«eand furnishing.equipment, and the 
pevolunteers became part of the 


Orange County Fire Department. 
The state Division of Forestry 
opened a station on Lemon, built of 
lumber recovered from demolished 


army barracks. - 

And the volunteer department 
grew, eventually reaching a 
membership of 20., Nowy with 
Clodt's loss and one other, it's back 
down to 18. 

Even apart from his membership 
in the department, though, Fred 
Clodt was a part of the life and 
growth of Yorba Linda. 

“I worked for the old Mutual 
Water Company for 15 years. Before 
that, I did a little grove work for 
Ralph Shook Sr. Then | had an 
orchard-care business for another 15 
years. Then | worked off-and-on in 
construction; and I had.a citrus 
ranch, too. 

“I've been retired for a few years, 
now.”" 

Nor was it only as a fireman that 
Clodt served the growing commun- 
ity. Local organizations to which he 
has belonged include the Orange 
County Farm Bureau, the Chamber 
of Commerce, and the Yorba Linda 
County Water District. 

“I've been on the water district 
board of directors since the district 
was formed. I was on the old Mutual 
board at the time we formed the 
district. | was on that for about two 
years. 

‘They started building out here;,. 
and they couldn't borrow. moneysfast 
enought under Mutual, so * 
transformed it into the Water 
district. , 

‘I've been with the water district 
for 15 vears. now. I come up for 


election again in November. 

In the neat living room of the 
attractive little white house on 
Valencia Street, Fred Clodt settles 
for a moment in an armchair to chat 
with a visitor. His wife is in the 
kitchen ironing. Beside him, on a 
television set, are pictures of four 
smiling youngsters--his grandchil- 
dren. 

**We have two sons. The oldest 
has the two girls and the youngest 
has the two boys." 

“Our oldest boy lives down in 
Valley Center. He just got a medical 
discharge from the Orange Fire 
Department. He was kiddin’ me a 
while back. He said, ‘Gee, Dad, I 
retired before you did.’ 

Despite his retirement, Clodt 
manages to keep busy. He helps 
with custodial work at Zion Lutheran 
Church in Anaheim, which he has 
attended since 1914. And he has a 
house on Lake. Havasu. 

**We're on the California side. We 
watched them put in London Bridge 
(on the Arizona side). We can sit on 
our front porch over there and see it. 

**Yeah, there's quite a few Yorba 
Lindans go to Havasu. Fishin's been 
so poor though that I haven't been 
enthused to go out there too much 
lately.” 

Holding a pipe that has appeared 
from nowhere he» describes am 
irony: ‘‘Ever since I retired, it seems 
like I get farther behind. My house 
needs paintin’ pretty bad, and I 
haven't got it done.'’ He laughs.

The power of one vote 
was vividly demonstrated in 


the recent defeat of the 
Placentia Unified School 
District Bonds. School 


officials estimate unofficial- 
ly that two more yes votes in 
each precinct would have 
passed the 20 million dollar 
bond issue. | feel a certain 
empathy with our die-hard, 
never-give-up school trus- 
tees who immediately voted 
to have another go at the 
ballot. The measure will be 
back before us on the May 
27 ballot. 


Open and Shut 

Economically, I see it as 
an ‘‘open and shut"’ issue. 
If you vote for school bonds, 
you are in effect voting for 
higher property values. No 
knowledgeable person will 
deny that your home value 
and my home value is tied 
directly to the availability 
and quality of schools 
provided our children. 

Thus far, we can be proud 
of the schools, teachers, 


administrators, school 
board trustees and employ- 
ees. They are operating 
with less revenue per child 
than any other unified 
school district in Orange 
County. In addition, the 
District has had the 
monumental task of absorb- 
ing an average of 1,000 
students every year since 
1963, and the best esti- 
mates show an additional 
4500 students entering our 
schools in the next five 
years. 


To house these students 
four new elementary 
schools, one junior high, 
and one senior high school 
will be required. This 
basically is what you will be 
voting for or against on May 
27. The Placentia Unified 
School District badly needs 
your support and, to be fair, 
they deserve it. 

The beautiful part of this 
is that if the bonds are 
approved, our tax rate will 
not change. However, our 
indebtedness would be 
increased and extended to 
1993, so those using the 
new schools will be helping 


to pay for them. That 
sounds good to me. 
Opposition 

Those opposing _ the 


bonds point to neighboring 
school districts with declin- 
ing student enrollment and 
partially empty schools. 
This, they declare, is what 
will happen in Placentia. In 
20 years, this may be the 
situation. In the meantime, 
it doesn't seem reasonable 


to put our children into 
makeshift portable class- 
rooms, or worse, into 
double sessions. A good 


education is a birthright we 


ought to guarantee our 
youngsters--even if some of 
them are grumpy teen- 
agers.
